began the precedent of norni nai¬ 
ling Civil War heroes for the 
Presidency. General Ulysses S. 
Grant was the first and was 
nominated unanimously on the 
first ballet. Ilis nomination was 
'particularly dramatic. A full 
length picture- of the General 
was lowered at the rear of the 
•platform while a white dove flew 
around the hall. He responded by 
accepting with the famous “let 
ms have peace” speech. 

Grant and the Republicans 
who opposed “greenbackism,” pa¬ 
per money without gold hacking, 
defeated Democrat Horatio Se.v- 
unour. 

The Grant Administration is 
[remembered for its Treaty ot 
Washington, which settled dis¬ 
putes with Great Britain, with 
'England paying a $15,000,000 
'indemnity to the United States, 


and for the establishment of the 
Department of Justice and the 
Weather Bureau. 

Grant’s second term was char¬ 
acterized by his sound money 
idea vetoing a proposal to issue 
a d d ition a 1 greenbacks. 

Grant was eliminated for con¬ 
sideration for the Party’s nom¬ 
inee in 1876 bcause the Republi¬ 
cans had gone on .record as op- 
a third term.

Garfield was assassinated less 
than three months after his in¬ 
auguration and Arthur succeed¬ 
ed him. Arthur’s administration 
was responsible for the Pendle¬ 
ton Civil Service Act which es¬ 
tablished the merit system and 
eliminated much of the graft in 
Civil Service. It also concerned 
itself with .the problems of labor 
and through the Chinese Exclu¬ 
sion Act and the Alien Contract 
Labor Act worked to restrict -the 
importation of cheap foreign la¬ 
bor. The Bureau of Labor, pred¬ 
ecessor ,of the Department of La¬ 
bor, was established within the 
Interior Department. 

By 1882, the Treasury surplus 
was $1-15,500,000; tariffs were 
reduced; and postage was cut 
down. 

However, in 1883, with the 
end of Reconstruction and 
growth of Democrat strength in 
the South, the Democrats gained 
control of the House.

It is not the intent of the I 
Board of Selectmen to be selfish ! 
nor to provide measures through 
■which any business organizations 
can practice selfishness. 

Further, it is not the intent of 
these men to create depressive 
situations wherein constituents 
may be made to unduly suffer 
due to changes in their residen¬ 
tial environment that may be 
•beyond their control. 

3 refer specifically to the atti¬ 
tudes evident at last week’s pub¬ 
lic hearings for street accept¬ 
ances held at Hunt Street and 
Industrial Lane. One can fully 
appreciate the attitude and en¬ 
thusiasm of abuttors to these 
streets or the thinking of citi¬ 
zens interested in the legality 
of every move taken by your ad¬ 
ministration but what 1 can’t un¬ 
derstand is the expressed at¬ 
tempt to ridicule a group of 
three men who are attempting 
only to carry out the will of the 
courts and the plans and pro¬ 
gram of the Business and Indus¬ 
trial Development Commission. 

Each of you must know by this 
time that Judge Sgjarzi ruled 
that both of these streets were 
accepted by Town Meeting ac¬ 
tion improperly. You should 
know also that the last annual 
Town meeting had approbated 
money for street development at 
these locations. The expenditure 
of these monies was enjoined in 
a hearing before Judge Tisdale 
who said in his court to our of¬ 
ficials “Get the streets accepted 
properly and he could see no 
problem.” 

Later Judge Sgarzi ruled that 
our action taken to follow Judge 
Tisdale’s advice if! the matter 
was not in error as far as objec¬ 
tive was concerned, but wasin 
error by steps of procedure. The 
Selectmen must take the blame 
for this even though they fol¬ 
lowed the steps taken these 
many years past in any street 
acceptances. On the matter of 
correcting these steps is directed 
this ridicule which I have ex¬ 
pressed above.

As for 
the will of the Town meeting, I 
feel they had no other choice. It 
was the will of the Town meet¬ 
ing tx> follow the recommendations 
of the Industrial Commission to 
expend money on these streets to 
make it possible for new business 
concerns to locate here. These ex¬ 
penditures were enjoined by the 
courts and so too was the very 
Commission itself. Who would. 
you expect was left to institute 
street hearings but the board of 
Selectmen? 

Let’s look at it from the neigh¬ 
bors’ viewpoint. If I lived on 
Hunt St., I wouldn’t want a busi¬ 
ness development in my. back 
yard either. I make no alibis for 
this attitude. They came to Aga¬ 
wam to enjoy “Country Living” 
and this is a proposal to change 
it to Industrial Environment. We 
see their points! 

Let's look at it- from the view¬ 
point of the owner of 18 acres of 
properly zoned Industrial Land 
laying at the end of a laid out 
street, who should be subject to 
Industrially rated taxes, but who 
cannot use this land unless lie 
undertakes to develop or improve 
and over which he has no con- 
and over which he has not con¬ 
trol, unless he personally pays 
for the improvements. 

Let’s look at it from your 
viewpoint as taxpayers. You 
don’t concern yourself with the 
increased traffic on Hunt Street. 
You concern yourself with the 
broader tax base resulting from 
increased Industrial activity. 
This could mean a tax savings 
for you. 

And so as the .wheel merrily 
spins, the Selectmen are caught 
in the spokes. You must make a 
decision and when you do you 
hurt some and you help others. 

I feel this way about both ac¬ 


ceptances. First, I would follow 
the recommendation of the In¬ 
dustrial Commission and of 
course the'decision of the court. 
Secondly, it was the will of the 
Town to zone this area for In¬ 
dustrial use and under such zon¬ 
ing, the owners should be sup¬ 
plied proper acoss by the agency 
which zoned it thusly. As for 
those who use the area, for their 
residence 1 have to agree it is a 
hardship, but even though prog¬ 
ress is at hand, someone must 
suffer.

During hearings in Congress 
on railroad safety, a number of 
iaets of direct public concern 
were brought to light. First 
is that railroads have been 
called upon to move “hazardous 
materials” in increasing quanti¬ 
ties. 

Secondly, a vail spokesman 
pointed out the movement of 
these materials by the railroads 
over private rights-of-way is 
about the safest manner in which 
they can be moved. 

Third, the rails, through the 
Association of American Rail¬ 
roads. have cooperated in formu¬ 
lating more stringent rail safety 
legislatioTi. 

Fourth, the rails, far from | 
standing still on the cause of 
safety as a result of declining 
earnings, have pushed ahead in 
research and development of im¬ 
proved rolling stock, tracks and 
roadbeds. While they have not 
done as much as they would have 
liked for the simple reason that 
"... the money just wasn’t 
there,” the record remains im¬ 
pressive. 

Last year, spending for rail 
maintenance of rights-of-way to¬ 
taled $1.5 billion; $2 billion was 
spent on maintaining equipment 
and $1.5 billion went for capital 
improvements. Also, the rails are 
using more electronic flaw-detec¬ 
tion cars and 30,000 pieces of rail 
are replaced yearly as a result. 
The industry is beginning to use 
concrete instead of wooden cross-| 
ties, and some lines are starting 
to weld rail joints together. 
About 19,000 miles of this welded 
rail is now in use on American 
railroads. 

The issue of rail safety empha-1 
sizes the growing importance of j 
rail transportation and the abso¬ 
lute necessity of rate and regula-
